'’'o Consider Proposed Changes today 

Consideration of the proposed 
changes was deferred until Thure 
day, but the proceedure aroused some 
criticism. Dr. Clark, of Red Deer, 
asked the minister of finance if the 
budget proposals were to be taken as 
eerious proposals. Now, the minister 
was giving a whole list of alterations 
in detail. 

To this Sir Henry replied that no 
changes fm principle were proposed. 
Certain luxuries were to be included 
which were omitted in the eriginal 
resolution. Certain nrodifications were 
proposed fn deference to suggestions 
received ; 

Sir Henry suggested that the tax 
gn boots, shoes, pumps and slippers, 
might be raised from ten to fifteen 
per cent, on all of thesé costing over 
$9.00, the tax to be figured on the ex-

Tax on Essentidl Articles Clothing | 

Sir Henry submitted further amend- 
ment in regard to essential articles 
of clothing. Instead of ten per cent. 
on the full cost, the tax on the fol- 
lowing articles, if present suggestions 
are adopted, will now be fifteen per 
cent on the excess: 

Trousers sold separately from 
wuits, in excess of $12.00 per pair }

Hon. C. J. Doherty, minister of

diction so to nullify a sentence im- 
posed by the court of King’s bench.

Exemption Allowance 

When the House went into com- 
mittee for further consideration of 
the incomes war tax, J. A, Archam- 
bault (Chambly-Vercheres) proposed 
that the exemption allowance out of 
taxable iucome be made $600 for each 
child Instead of $200 as now provided. 
He estimated that the minimum 
figure for the up-keep of a child was 
now $563 per year. 

Sir Henry Drayton said that Great 
Britain allowed $200 for the first 
child and a lesser amount for subse- 
quent children, In the United States 
the allowance was the same as in 
Canada. The objection to the in- 
creased allowance was that it would 
upset the balance of taxable incomes. 
From three to six children would ex- 
empt from taxation all but people 
with very large incomes. 

Hon. Rodolphe Lemieux supported 
the amendment. 

The government should be willing 
to encourage large families at home, 
instead of going to Europe for itmml- 
grants. There was nothing like the 
Canadian-born citizen, The Romans 
had exempted from taxation men 
with ten children and given them 
presents of land. 


Burglar is Caught

Permanent Tariff Board Asked 


By Manufacturers; Declare New 
Luxury Tax Injury To Business 


Annual Conference Closes in 
Vancouver, With Many 
Important Resolutions En. 


dorsed—J. S. McKinnon, 
of Toronto, Elected Presi- 
dent for 1920. 


Vancouver, June 9— (Canadian 
freas)—Immediately following the 
unanimous and enthusiastic elevation 
of J. S&S MecHinnon, Toronto, first 
vice-president, to the presidency of 
the association, the delegates of the 
Canadian Manufacturers’ Association 
convention, at the closing session 
Wednesday, turned their attention to 
a series of resolutions dealing wita 
such important matters as imperial 
preferemtial tariff, a new Franco- 
Canadian tariff, scientific research, 
improved cable service, opposition to 
the introduction of the metric system 
in Canada, arbitrary rates on Vancou- 
ver [sland lumber shipments to the 
prairies, and country or origin regula- 
tions, and amending the business pro- 
fits tax to deduct debit account from 
net earnings. . 

Declaring that as at present en- 
forced, tae luxury tax was working 
great detriment to business through- 
out Canada, a resolution was present- 
ed urging earnestly that the govern- 
ment should give most careful con- 
sideration to it wita a view to its 
amendment, having due regurd to the 
revenue to be derived therefrom, be- 
fore fully enforcing it. , 

Vancouver, June §$— (Canadian 
Prees)—At the fifth and last business 
sewwion of the Canadian Manufactur- 
ere’ Association annual convention 
here the first business to be consider- 
ed was amendment of bylaws, which 
were altered, changing the name of 
the Pacific Coast division to the 
British Columbia division. 

It was announced that owing to itil- 
health, J. . Ellis, treasurer, and a 
past president of the organization, was 
not a candidate for re-election. lt was 
unanimously decided to elect him a 
Mfe member of the association. 

The first resolution presented urged 
the Dominion government to appoint 
a permanent tariff board, acting in an 
advigory capacity to the government, 
to make a special study of the Cana- 
dian customs tariff, and the tarifts of 
other countries with whose products 
Canadian producers are forced to com- 
pete. There was no discussion 
the resolution was carried without op-

tion. 

Determination was expressed In an- 
other resolution to oppose any atternpt 
to substitute the metric system of 
weights and measures for the sysiem 
in use in Canada at present., 

Technical Education, 

Dealing with the problem of tech- 
nical education, Professor L. W. Gill, 
of the department of labor, Ottawa, 
said the policy of establishing jolnt 
industrial councils on the principle of 
the Whitley scheme in England, 
rapidly growing in favor in Canada, 
but as yet no organized effort had 
been made to forward the movement, 
although 11 joint councils had been 
established in the Dominion.
